Tho Improvements include up- 
grading the existing building and 
constructing an additional' three- 
story structure and shells for the 
fourth and fifth floor. 

The total cost of the project is 
set at $3,031,000 and 18 months 
has-been set, for completion of the' 
expansion program. 

Some $345,000 will be used to 
upgrade the present building 
which will providcadditionul ser-. 
vice . facilities to service both 
structures. , •/■'> 

Included In the program, hi the 
old building arc additional nurs- 
ing stations, utittiy rooms, pri- 
vacy curtains, nurses' call 'sys- 
tem, .new. solarlums, corridor 
light, elevator replacement, boil- 
er room addition, enlarging and 
altering 'of -' laundry, central 
stores and autoclave room, occu- 
pational therapy facilities and 
training room and central phar- 
macy. , 

Total construction' of the now 
building- is estimated at-$2,863,00O 
and It will expand the present 
153-bcd home to 335 beds. The 
bed space In the old building will 
be reduced to 135 beds and the 
new addition will house 200. 

County Finance Director Rob- 
ert Morrison said he thought the 
county could stay within its 0.6 
corporate fund rato If the super- 
visors did not launch any other 
major projects, | 

He said the corporate fund 
had a $2 million surplus last year 
and that the budget approved (his 
year would add another million. 

The project was one of seven 
plans the supervisors had to 
choose from and it was approved 
by a vole of 31 -to I. The only 
supervisor voting against the 
project was Avon Township Su- 
pervisor Norman C. Geary. • 

The original plan culled for an 
expansion of 100 beds from the 
present 1553 at a cost estimated 
at $1.5 million.

During tills solemn period or 
reflection upon the life and work 
of former President Dwight David 
Eisenhower, it seems well fa 
identify the Eisenhower quali- 
ties .'and ' characteristics "which 
have induced so many to- declare 
"He was a great mnn." . 

The so-called "Eisenhower 
years" from 1flfi2 lo 19G0 were 
years of relative, tranquility. Eis- 
enhower' as President brought . an' 
end to the Korean war. During 
the rest of his administrations no 
American lives were Inst in com- 
bat. • ; 

It may seem anomalous— even 
miraculous— that the mnn who 
commanded the greatest military 
force In the world's history should 
eorji the title of "Man of Peace." 
But that title was most fitting 
for President Eisenhower.. 

Neither brilliance of speech 
nor any spectacular public rec- 
ord inspired the generous eulo- 
gies which have been uttered so 
spontaneously and beautifully 
during- these recent days and 
weeks. Instead, most expressions 
have included simple words of de- 
votion to this much-loved man. 

Attendance at the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, 
was. not at first intended to pre- 
pare him for a career as a sol- 
dier. He moved toward a serious 
academic- and military -career 
only-after n full measure of ex- 
perience with-sports _and- other, 
extra-curricular activities. 
—Dwight— Eisenhowers-progress 
through the military ranks was 
slow until an unexplained decision 
by the "late President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt elevated him to 
command our military forces in 
Europe - in World War II. 

After the war and an experi- 
ence as President of Columbia 
University, Dwight Eisenhower 
sky-rocketed dramatically and 
successfully into political prom- 
inence With virtually no politi- 
cal background, and. without even 
any great certainty as to-frte par- 
ty affiliation, "General" Eisen- 
hower as a Republican became 
"President" Eisenhower through 
(he sheer attraction of his indi- 
vidual personality. 

He was elected president twice 
by large popular voles, lint with- 
out the political strength neces- 
sary tn elect sufficient numbers 
of Republicans to the House and 
Senate with whom to work dur- 
ing his administrations. The ex- 
pression "I Like Ike" was appro- 
priately translated into virtually 
every language. That is exact- 
ly the way It. was. Americans of 
French, 'German. Italian, Irish 
and Spanish descent, and from 
every other part of the world 
joined in 'their affection for 
Dwight David Elsenhower.

What will happen to Governor Richard Ogllvle's recom- 
xaendationa for increased taxes is not yet clear, though some 
type oC tax increase will be passed by the legislature. 

i There will be a period, however, between July 1 and 
perhaps October 15 when the new revenue is not available 
fa significant amounts, yet expenditures for school aid and 
other things will be draining the treasury. 

! One possibility of getting fay this "squeeze period" ia to 
increase some taxes which will produce Immediate, sub- 
stantial revenue. v . 

A better suggestion has been made by Slate Treasurer 
iAdlal K. Stevenson HI. 

He bos suggested that a Fiscal Transfer Board be created, 
composed of the governor, the director of finance end the 
state treasurer which would have the authority to tempo- 
rarily transfer money from certain earmarked funds, to tide 
fee state over the difficult months. 

There are approximately $300 million in funds such as 
the Agricultural Premium Fund, the: Drivers Education 
Fund and many others. 

In some of these— such as the Agricultural Premium 
Fund— the governor already has the authority to transfer 
money to the general revenue fund. 

But In many others, this is not the case.

The 'new law which requires 
many Interstate land sellers to 
register with the federal govern- 
ment does not lessen the need for 
personal inspection of any proper- 
ty being considered for purchase,

Morton Engle explained that 
regulations implementing the In- 
terstate ' Land Sales ' Full' Disclo- 
sure Act went into effect April 28. 
Under these regulations, sellers of 
50 or more unimproved lots must, 
in most cases, file a detailed 
statement of record or registra- 
tion statement with the newly 
formed Office of Interstate Land 
Sales. Registration In the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, 

,,"It Is Important for would-be 
purchasers to realize that this 
hew law is designed to be a dis- 
closure statute, and nothing 
more," Engle declared. "Thero 
is a tendency on the port of the 
public to assume that because 
the federal < government agency 
has ctoared a registration state- 
ment, the judgment of^ the gov- 
ernment is that the properly for 
sale is reasonably priced. This 
is erroneous." 

The new law merely assures 
that the purchaser has all the 
facts about the properly available 
to him before he enters into a 
transaction. R is. still the re- 
sponsibility of the buyer to study 
the data and moke his decision 
accordingly.. 

"We members of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
have for years advised property 
buyers to inspect personally any 
land they arc considering buying, 

"What is more, this -advice is 
just as valid now, even with the 
new full disclosure law in effect, 
as it ever was." 

Engle commented, "The suc- 
cess of the new Interstate Land 
Sales Full Disclosure Act as an- 
other consumer protection law 
will depend on the restraint exer- 
cised by developers, the govern- 
ment's land sales registration of- 
fice, and the public. 

"The best assurance for the 
buyer that he is getting his mon- 
ey's worth In any real estate 
transaction, however Is personal- 
ly to Inspect the property and to 
confer with a professional, in real 
estate. ; 

"Whether buying or selling real 
property, it is wise to sec a Real- 
tor, for in order to use that term, 
registered inthe U. S. Patent Of- 
fice, a real estate practitioner 
must be a member of the local 
and state boards and of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards. More important to the 
real estate seller or seeker, a real 
tor subscribes to a strict code of 
ethics."

This was confirmed by more 
than 23,000 such' .veterans who 
either mailed or personally 
brought to the Veterans Admin- 
istration a reply card inviting 
them to check specific veteran 
benefits on which they wanted 
more detailed information. 

The reply card was enclosed 
wilh a letter which the VA sent 
last December to recently dis- 
charged veterans reminding them 
of the various benefits to which 
they were entitled. 
■ Education and training was 
checked "on 67 per cent of the 
cards received from these 23,000 
veterans. 

The next most frequently check- 
ed benefit on which. more infor- 
mation was desired was.V A medi- 
cal or dental treatment— 58 per 
cent. , 

.• A close third at 52 per cent was 
the G.I. Dill home loan program. 
Employment ranked next at 39 
per cent, followed by the VA hos- 
pital program (35 per cent), on- 
the-job training (33 per cent), 
converted Servicemen's Group 
Life Insurance (23 per cent), and 
service-connected disability com- 
pensation payments (13 per cent). 
These statistics' represent the 
per cent of limes each benefit 
area was checked in relation to 
the number of cards returned. 

Except for their greater inter- 
est on-the-job training (44 com- 
pared with 31 per cent), disad- 
vantaged veterans who had. not 
completed high school before en- 
tering service expressed almost 
the same degree of interest in the 
various vctcrau benefits as veter- 
ans with a high school education 
or more.

Thi sway, 
if someone rams you, you won't 
be knocked into the path of on- 
coming traffic. 

Be alert for pedestrians caught 
in the middle of street by a light 
change. Al an intersection your 
best offense against accidents is 
a good defense. 

Be alert for cross streets that 
arc through streets even though 
they "look" like they'd be stop 
streets. 



Mi-Gas Asks ICC 
For Rale Change 

Northern Illinois Gas Company 
announced on April 16 that it has 
requested Illinois Commerce Conn 
mission approval for changes In 
the company's rate-- schedules.

Two-Year License 
Plates Move Along 

Secretary of State Paul Pow- 
ell's proposal to issue two-year 11- *,. 
cense plates for passenger cars 
has been approved by the House 
Committee on Highways and 
Traffic Safety, and now moves to 
the House floor for further action. 

Under the plan, passenger car 
plates, starting wilh 1071 regis- 
trations, would be used for two - 
years upon the payment of the 
fees for both years at- the time 
application is made. It calls for 
no increase in present fees. Prin- 
cipal sponsor of the measure Is 
Representative: Clyde Choatc o£'i 
Anna. 

Reduced expenditure^ for: pur- i 
chase of plates and decreased 
administrative operating expense 
ln the Secretary of State's office 
will benefit the road fund by 
about $10 million over a two-year 
period, Mr. Powell said. - .

Illinois Bell Telephone -has 
come up with some hints on how 
college students can stretch their 
telephone dollar, on long distance 
calls. 

Here are n few simple guide- 
lines: ' . 

—How you call: Staliori-l obla- 
tion calls save ■ most. That's 
when you'll talk to anyone. The 
calls you dial are all station calls. 
And calls you dial save time. 

Person-lo-person calls are just 
what they- sound like: You'll 
speak only to a particular- person, 
extension, or department. Such 
a call can cost about twice as 
much for the initial period as a 
similar station call— over the long 
distances. Of course, there. are 
times when this call fills a need 
that's worth the cost .. . . es- 
pecially when, you're trying to 
find a particular person or don't 
know when he'll ho in. If you 
don't reach your person, there is 
—of- course— no charge. 

—When you call: Station calls 
cost less as the day wears on. 
They're highest - during business 
hours. 

It's smart to place station calls 
between 7 p.m. and 7 a.m. daily 
. or all day Saturday and Sunday. 
It's also wise to make some calls 
after midnight if that's conven- 
ient. There's a real break on 
out-of-state calls of: more than 
354 miles when you dial them 
yourself and place them between 
. midnight and 7_a;m. It's handy 
to call West at night, East in the 
morning. When it's midnight in 
the Midwest, it's only 10 p.m. on 
-^lhe WestrCoast. " 

The After-Midnight role is a 
boon to some early risers. The 
early bird can call the. East Coast 
at 6:30 a.m. and gel this bargain 
without waking up someone be- 
cause it's already 7:30 a.m. there. 
Person-to-person caffs are low? 
er from 5 p.m. to 7 a.m. and all 
'day Saturdoys and Sundays on 
out-of-state calls. 

The bargain night rate on both 
station and person calls apply all 
day on five holidays: New Year's,
